Reason for allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reason for allowance: None of the references 
of record teaches or suggests a method of forming a memory circuit comprising a plurality of six 
transistor memory cells, comprising the steps of forming a second conducting layer comprising a 
plurality of conducting elements, wherein the plurality of conducting elements comprise: a first 
conducting element coupled to and physically contacting the first conducting plug and coupled to 
and physically contacting the second conducting plug; and a second conducting element coupled 
to and physically contacting the third conducting plug and coupled to and physically contacting 
the fourth conducting plug.
